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David  Bartlett  Sloan,  nationally  known  engineer  and 
a  veteran  member  of  the  ever-growing  band  of  Prince- 
ton-New York  commuters,  who  over  the  years  has 
developed  the  capacity  for  cramming  as  much  into  a 
single  day  as  the  average,  less  dynamic  individual  might 
project  for  a  normal  work-week.  Although  he  is  now 
rounding  out  his  sixth  and  final  year  as  a  member  of 
the  Lawrence  Township  Committee,  there  will  be  no 
perceptible  slackening  in  his  daily  pace.  He  is  actually 
assuming  added  responsibilities  as  president  of  the 
Princeton  Engineering  Association,  the  nationwide  or- 
ganization of  the  University's  engineering  alumni,  that 
will  be  serving  as  an  advisory  board  as  the  University 
moves  ahead  with  its  plans  for  a  new  Engineering 
Quadrangle  in  the  vicinity  of  University  Field. 

Indicative  of  hoW  Sloan,  a  native  of  Ravenna,  Ohio, 
the  son  of  a  Cornell-trained  engineer  and  a  53-year  old 
member  of  the  Princeton  Class  of  1925,  remains  active 
in  a  variety  of  apparently  unrelated  organizations  was 
one  memorable  and  hectic  fortnight  in  the  fall  of  1953. 
Within  the  space  of  days,  he  was  re-elected  to  a  three- 
year  term  on  Lawrence  Township's  governing  body 
after  a  long  and  bruising  campaign,  was  named  an 
officer  of  the  Springdale  Golf  Club  and,  most  significant 
of  all,  was  elevated  to  the  presidency  of  the  dis- 
tinguished New  York  engineering  firm  of  Gibbs  &  Hill, 
Inc.,  the  firm  with  which  he  has  been  associated  since 
1941  when  he  helped  design  and  build  the  Naval  Air 
Station  at  Quonset.  R.I. 

Sloan,  who  took  his  graduate  degree  in  civil  en- 
gineering here  at  the  University  in  1927,  completed  a 
long  and  many-sided  apprenticeship  before  starting  the 


upward  climb  that  led  to  the  direction  of  Gibbs  Sc  Hilt 

Four  years  on  hydroelectric  construction  with  th* 
Alabama  Power  Company  preceded  three  years  of  duty 
as  assistant  engineer  in  the  Transit  Bureau  of  the  City 
of  Newark,  where  the  primary  emphasis  was  on  sub- 
way constructipni  For  a  period  of  years,  beginning  in 
the  winter  of  1934  and  continuing  into  1941,  he  was 
associated  with  the  Port  of  New  York  Authority  that 
was  struggling  with  some  of  the  most  dramatic  en- 
gineering projects  of  the  1930's,  including  the  con- 
struction of  the  Midtown  Hudson  TunTiel. 

Concerned  as  he  is  with  the  demands  of  a  profession 
that  requires  the  skills  of  specialists  in  order  to  carry 
on  its  complicated  operations,  Sloan  remains  as  much 
of  a  humanist  as  he  is  a  brilliant  engineering  executive. 
He  agrees  with  the  premise  that  the  "biggest  trouble 
with  industry  is  that  it  is  full  of  people"  and  stresses 
that  "judgment  and  understanding  in  working  with 
people"  are  fully  as  important  as  knowledge  of  regu- 
lations, specifications  and  proceedings.  Forthright  in 
all  matters,  whether  of  a  professional  or  a  political 
nature,  Sloan  doesn't  hesitate  to  point  out — in  discuss- 
ing the  difficulties  of  finding  top  management  person- 
nel— that  the  average  engineering  corporation,  like  tht 
Nation,  suffers  from  too  much  specialization. 

For  solid  achievement  in  his  chosen  profession;  for 
giving  freely  of  himself  to  the  ventures  and  organiza- 
tions in  which  he  believes  so  strongly;  for  insisting  that 
business  and  professional  men  must  learn  all  they  can 
about  the  society  in  which  the/  live  so  that  they  can 
be  sure  that  their  best  efforts  are  helping  advance 
society's  best  interests;  he  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for

In  an  era  of  unprecedented 
prospertty  for  most  of  tHe  .na- 
tion, one  that  has  blessed  Prince- 
ton even  more  fully  than  many 
another  less  well-balanced  com- 
munity, it  may  come  as  a  surprise 
to  some  that  their  neighbors  have 
not  always  had  an  answer  to  their 
willingness  to  work  and  their 
hope  to  be  healthy  and  happy. 
But  as  Christmas,  1956,  approach- 
es, as  the  air  turns  cool  and  crisp 
and  the  lights  began  to  sh?ne, 
there  is  still  hard  proof  that  sor- 
row and  want  exist  in  our  midst.

In  th^  Borough,  for  example, 
early-week  mails  afforded  proper- 
ty owners  with  their  fii-st  glimpse 
at  the  new  re-appraisal  figures, 
reached  by  the  J.  M.  Cleminshaw 
Company  of  Cleveland  after  a 
lengthy  survey  "of  all  properties 
in  the  municipality.  These  figures 
will  be  used  as  a  guide  by  the  as- 
sessor when  he  establishes  new  as- 
sessment figures  and,  in  turn,  the 
1957  tax  rate  will  hinge  on  his 
handiwork. 

By  mid-week,  there  were  re- 
ports that  some  citizens  feit  their 
property  was  re-appraised  at  "in- 
credible" increases,  despite  the 
number  of  years  since  they  were 
last  studied.  Borough  officials  ad- 
mitted they  had  received  some 
critical  phone  calls  and  visits, 
plus  a  few  letters  requesting  in- 
terviews with  Cleminshaw  repre- 
sentatives, but  said  they  thought 
most  of  the  critics  were  either 
"curious  or  misinformed." 

Disagreeing,  one  Princeton  law- 
yer predicted  that  he  and  his 
colleagues  would  do  a  land-ofRce 
business  with  residents  seeking 
appeals.  He  noted  that  applica- 
tions for  re-consideration  inter- 
views do  not  have  to  be  mailed 
for  10  days,  giving  all  property 
owners  ample  time  to  weigh  their 
re-appraisal  figures  and  decide 
whether  or  not  to  debate  them 
with  the  experts. 

Edward  G.  Warren,  Borough  as- 
sessor, commenting  on  the  Clemin- 
shaw results,  said,  "I  think  they've 
done  a  good  jo'j,"  Then,  he 
startled  some  persons  "in-the- 
know"  by  announcing  that  he  will 
use  the  new  figures  for  guidance

Disarmament  Urged. 

To  the  Editor  of  Town  Topics: 

The  Women's  International 
League  for  Peace  and  Freedom 
lias  always  had  complete  and 
world-wide  disarmament  as  its 
chief  goal,  and  today  in  spite  of 
the  crises  in  the  Middle  East  and 
in  Hungary,  the  Princeton  Chap- 
ter of  the  League  believes  that 
now  more  than  ever  the  WILPF 
position  is  the  logical  one. 

The  present  crises  have  made  it 
very  clear  that  not  only  totalitar- 
ian nations  but  also  "free  and 
democratic"  nations  resort  to  the 
use  of  force  when  they  believe 
their  "vital  interests"  are  threat- 
It,  therefore,  becomes  impera- 
tive that  all  who  desire  lasting 
peace  should,  as  the  WILPF  sug- 
gests, urge  that  "negotiations 
move  forward  from  the  immedi- 
ate areas  of  agreement  already 
reached  in  the  United  Nations 
Disarmament  Commission  to  a 
more  comprehensive  plan  looking 
toward  universal  disarmament. 
This  disarmament  should  be  based 
on  the  maximum  possible  controls 
and  safeguards,  but  agreement 
should  not  be  contingent  on  the 
impossible  goal  of  perfect  inspec- 

Some  faith  Is  a  small  price  to 
pay  for  survival.  Action  will  help 
create  the  climate  of  faith.  A  first 
step  might  well  be  the  cessation 
of  H-bomb  testing  and  the  agree- 
ment of  the  powers  having  posses-, 
sion  of  nuclear  weapons  to  stop' 
the  development  of  interconti- 
nental ballistic  missiles^" 

Since  governments  are  not  like- 
ly to  go  beyond  their  people's  de- 
mands, it  becomes  the  continuing 
responsibility  of  all  who  truly  de- 
sire a  peaceful  world  to  lake  some 
part  in  developing  the  attitudes 
and  understanding  which  make 
peace  possible.

VISIT  TO  "CAMP  MERCY" 
V9alked  25  Miles  to  Border.  "I 
only  wish  we  could  have  been  the 
last  refugees  to  leave  Hungary." 
one  young  woman  said  with  tears 
in  her  eyes,  waiting  at  Camp  Kil- 
mer (near  New  Brunswick)  to 
move  on  to  her  American  spon- 
sors. In  that  sentence,  she  seemed 
to  voice  the  principal  reaction  of 
the  Hungarian  refugees  now  pour- 
ing into  this  country— immense 
gratitude  and  rfflief  at  coming 
here  and  despair  and  sorrow  over 
the  relatives  and  families  most  of 
them  left  behind,  arid  the  fate 
meeting  their  country. 

"My  husband  and  our  teen-age 
son  and  I  started  out  in  a  motor- 
boat  from  Gyor  together  with  16 
other  people  and  sailed  30  miles 
on  the  river  in  darkness.  Then  we 
went  ashore  and  walked  25  miles 
over  back  roads  and  across  fields 
'till  we  reached  the  Austrian  bor- 
der," said  an  old  woman,  still  with 
her  native  kerchief  wrapped 
around  her  head.  Later,  she 
grasped  the  interpreter's  hand 
and  said  intently:  "Tell  the  re- 
porter that  the  Aiistrians  are  so 
wonderful  to  us.  They  are  doing 
an  enormous  job  for  the  Hun- 
gailan  people." 

Another  eoupTe  came  from  a 
small  village  40' miles  from  the 
Austrian  border.  When  the  fight- 
ing broke  out,  communists  in  the 
village  all  received  arms  from  the 
party,  while  none  of  the  patriots 
had  any  weapons,  and  the  fight 
soon  proved  hopele-ss.

In  charge 
of  changing  almost  overnight  a 
deserted  army  camp  Into  the  ap- 
parently smoothly  working  "Camp 
Mercy,"  deserves  much  praise  for 
the  job  it  has  done.  The  whole 
operation  seemed  extremely  well- 
handled,  from  the  way  a  recrea- 
tion center  particularly  for  Hun- 
garians was  created  to  the  fact 
that  many  soldiers  doing  the  work 
were  either  themselves  Hun- 
garians —  refugees  from  earlier 
terror  waves— or  of  Hungarian 
ancestry.

In  the  recreation  center  every- 
thing has  been  done  to  make  the 
refugees  feel  at  home.  The  library 
has  many  Hungarian  magazines, 
newspapers  and  books,  a  music 
room  Is  filled  with  records  of  Hun- 
garian mu-slc.  and  three  radios 
are  constantly  tuned  to  a  New 
York  station  playing  Hungarian 
music.  All  minor  things,  and,  one 
could  say,  maybe  of  no  Import- 
ance compared  to  what  the  refu- 
gees have  gone  through,  but  yet 
creating  an  lmpre.ssion  of  warmth 
and  welcoming  and^coming  from 
the  army— probably  a  happy  sur- 
prise to  people  who  have  fled  a 
police  state. 

Clothing  and  Money  Needed.  In 
Princeton,  as  In  all  of  the  free 

world,  the  wish  to  help  the  refu- 
gees In  the  United  States  as  well 
as  In  Austria  has  been  strong. 
Several  organizations  are  receiv- 
ing money  as  well  as  clothes,  and 
send  the  donations  where  they 
are  most  needed. 

First  Aid  for  Hungary  was 
founded  four  weeks  ago  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  quick

"transition  zone"  between  the 
areas  earmarked  for  dense  com- 
mercial  and    residential   develop- 


3.  Codiacation  of  the 
changes  that  have  been  made  In 
the  Borough's  parking  regula- 
tions, particularly  in  the  northern 
and  eastern  sectors  of  the  Bor- 
ough. The  majority  of  these 
changes  have  stemmed  from  the 
petitions  of  interested  residents.

Supply  Seen  Constant.  For  any 
reader  o(  Town  Topics'  classified 
pages  there  Is  something  rather 
teassurlng  in  the  fact  that,  while 
world  wars  and  depressions  may 
give  the  human  birth-rate  a  fluc- 
tuating appearance,  the  supply  of 
kittens  seems  to  be  as  steady  and 
flowing  as  vodka  at  a  Russian 
coclttall  party.  Hardly  a  week 
passes  without  two  or  three  fam- 
ilies offering  or  shamelessly  beg- 
ging Princetonians  to  relieve  them 
of  assorted  kittens. 

Do  the  laws  of  supper  and  de- 
mand then  rule  the  kitten  market, 
OS  they  supposedly  rule  every- 
thing else? 

Mrs.  Paul  R.  Schleyer  of  217-D 
Halsey  Street  can  probably  an- 
swer this  question  better  than 
anyone  in  Princeton,  Since  she 
and  her  husband,  an  instructor  in 
chemistry  at  Princeton  Univer- 
sity, came  here  less  than  two 
years  ago.  they  have  given  away 
40  kittens,  30  of  these  through  ad- 
vertisements   in    Town  Topics. 

Including  visiting  cats  and  the 
various  mothers  of  all  these  kit- 
tens, the  Schleyers  have  had  no 
less  than  52  cats  staying  at  their 
house  since  their  arrival  here. 
The  high  production  results,  add- 
ing up  to  an  average  give-away 
of  almost  two  kittens  a  month, 
have  come  about  through  the  fact 
that  the  Schleyers  constantly 
have  had  two  producing  females 
around. 

"We  never  have  had  any  trou- 
ble giving  kittens  away,  with  one 
exception,"  Mrs.  Schl&yer  says. 
"That  was  last  summer,  in  July; 
apparently  just  everybody  was 
out  of  town,  or  getting  ready  to 
go,  because  when  we  advertised 
the  same  litter  in  August,  all  of 
them  went.  But  otherwise  we 
have  had  no  trouble  in  placing 
them.  It  helps  that  we  never  give 
them  away  until  they  are  house- 

The  greatest  demand  is  for 
long-haired  kittens  and,  prefer- 
ably, for  males,  the  Schleyers 
have  found.  Color-wise,  all  while 
or  all  black  kittens  appeal  to  most 
people,  but  many  also  request  ti-

Schleyer  residence  with  two  or 
sometimes  three  kittens  squirm- 
ing in  their  arms.  The  kittens' 
own  appeal  and  a  few  subtle  sug- 
gestions and  urgings  from  the 
Schleyers  contribute  to  this  fact. 
A  litter  of  two  tigers  and  an 
all-white  kitten  was  successfully 
disposed  of  recently  through  this 
method,  and  another  litter  cur- 
rently in  training  (see  picture  on 
this  page)  should,  coached^  by 
their  mother,  make  their  debut 
soon.

One  of  the  first  structures  built 
•Kpressly  for  carrying  forward 
research  in  controlled  thermonu- 
clear reactions.  It  will  further 
■dentlflc  investigation  Into  the 
lutfnesslng  for  peace-time  use 
power  equivalent  to  that  achieved 
IB  the  explosion  of  atomic  bombs. 
The  structure  was  designed  and 
buUt  after  Dr.  Lyman  Spltzer,  Jr..

less  source  of  power  by  containing 
and  harnessing  the  nuclear  burn- 
ing of  hydrogen  at  temperatures 
comparable  to  the  sun  itself— 
some  100.000,000  degree  centi- 
grade or  higher. 

Emphasizing  that  *^y  far  the 
greatest  reserve  of  stored  energy 
on  earth  is  locked  up  in  the  nuclei 
of  hydrogen  atoms  present  in  the 
oceans,"  Dr.  Spitzer  points  out 
that  thermonuclear  burning,  or 
fusion  of  light  nuclei,  occurs  most 
readily  with  deuterium,  a  heavy 
isotope  of  hydrogen. 

To  convert  the  abundant  sup- 
ply of  energy  in  the  earth's  deute- 
rium into  useful  power.  Dr.  Spit- 
zer reports,  "we  must  achieve 
enormous  temperatures  In  a  gas 
conflned-within  walks  that  remain 
relatively  cooL  We  must  then  con- 
trol the  thermonuclear  reaction 
when  it  occurs.  We  must  extract 
the  energy  released  and  use  it  to 
.  generate  electricity.** 

Built  with  funds  provided  by 
the  University  and  the  AEC.  the 
new  laboratory  Is  described  by 
President  Harold  W.  Dodds  as  a 
"vitally  important  addition  to  our 
facilities  (or  basic  research."  The 
L-shaped  structure  Is  located  near 
the  center  of  the  800-acre  For- 
restal  tract,  approximately  a 
quarter -mile  from  the  site  recent- 
ly designated  for  the  blue-printed 
three-billion  volt  synchrotron. 

Providing  some  16.500  square 
feet  of  laboratory  and  office  space, 
the  new  Matterliorn  unit  consists 
of  two  190-foot  long  wings.  While 
technical  details  pertaining  to  the 
kinds  ow  apparatus  now  being  in- 
stalled in  the  building  remain 
classified,  the  laboratory  wing  will 
include  an  "energy  storage  rooni" 
and  facilities  for  work  in  the 
fields  of  microwaves,  spectroscopy, 
high-vacuum  technology,  gas  dis- 
charges, high-power  studies  and 
pulse  electronics.

The  vast  majority  of  happy 
owners  of  the  new  1957  cars 
will  find  that  they  have  to 
make  a  dive  into  the  tool-chest 
in  order  to  put  their  old  li- 
cense plates  on  their  new  cars. 
In  most  cases — at  least  eight 
makes  of  the  new  cars — the 
owners  will  have  to  drill  new 
holes  in  the  auto  tags  in  order 
to  fit  them  on. 

The  reason  for  this  plight  of 
the  New  Jersey  new-car-owner 
is  that  all  states,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  New  Jersey,  have 
adopted  a  standard  6-by-12- 
Inch  license  plate  at  the  urging 
of  the  American  auto  manufac- 
turers. The  state  motor  vehicle 
director,  Frederick  J.  Gassert. 
Jr.,  was  blocked  in  his  efforts 
to  issue  new  standardized 
plates  in  July  for  every  vehicle 
in  the  entire  state  by  the  leg- 
islative appropriations  commit- 
tee, which  refused  to  put  up 
the  funds. 

The  only  tags  that  will  fit 
new  cars  are  those  Issued  in 
the  past  months  to  new  CEir 
owners  in  the  state  and  those 
handed  out  to  replace  defaced 
tags.

Chief  criticism  made  by  those 
expressing  disapproval  is  the  lack 
of  discipline  in  the  public  schools, 
in  other  words,  that  the  children 
are  permitted  to  run  wild.  Then 
comes  the  need  for  more  Stress  on 
the  three  R's  —  reading,  writing, 
and  particularly  arithmetic. 

As  one  United  States  postal 
cleric  puts  it:  "When  children 
come  into  the  post  office  to  buy 
three  two-cent  stamps  and  two 
three-cent  ones,  if  we  didn't  tell 
Ihem  what  they  owed  us,  they'd 
never  be  able  to  figure  it  out  for 
themselves."
